Applicants respectfully submit this statement regarding the telephone 
interview that took place on August 6, 2003, for the above-captioned application. 



Status of Application 

Per the Office Action mailed June 3, 2003, claims 1-11 are pending in the 
above-referenced patent application; claims 1-8, 10 and 11 stand as rejected under 
35 U.S.C. §1 02(b), and claim 9 stands as rejected under 35 U.S.C. §1 03(a). No new 
matter has been added. 

In the present statement, Applicants wish to acknowledge the substance of 
the telephone interview of August 6, 2003 between Examiner Michener and Thomas 
Mancini and thank the Examiner for her explanation, courteousness and 
professionalism. Specifically the Applicants' Representative inquired as to the 
Examiner's statement regarding the "comprising" language as the transitional phrase 
for a process claim to reject the backing film used by the Applicants in claim 1 . The 
Examiner reasserted the notion from the Final Office Action that the use of 
"comprising" in the language opens the Applicants' claim to the use of fabric backing 
films impregnated with resin. Applicants recited the differences between the present 
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invention and the subject matter of Smith et al., in that the present invention does not 
utilize fabric layers on the backing film and that the backing film of the present 
invention was coated with only the coating composition, wherein the coating 
composition was not impregnated into any type of fabric. Furthermore, it was 
explained that the transferred layer of the present invention was only coating 
composition and there was no fabric in the transferred layer as is taught by Smith et 
al As a result the Examiner indicated that favorable consideration would be given 
upon further specificity with respect to the backing film or the transferred coating.
